Success of Glider Experiment 


Towing a sailplane behind an automobile was adopted as a safe means 
of training the pilot and testing the machine’s performance before start- 
ing gliding experiments on the hills. A 300-foot steel cable was attached 
to the nose of the machine and the rear of the automobile; heavy air- 
plane shock absorber cord being used between the two machines to take 
up any jerks. 


Several different cars were used in the first trials, but great difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining sufficient acceleration with such a heavy 
pull in a distance of but half a mile, which was all the room available. 
The problem was solved by using a Lincoln phaeton. The acceleration 
of this machine was so great that the very strong rubber shock absorber 
cord broke twice during the trials. 


The greatly increased speed secured by using the Lincoln enabled the 
pilot, Walter Claverie, to reach an altitude of 215 feet before cutting the 
sailplane loose. The sailplane was designed and constructed by 
Gerard Vultee and Louis Kiesling, students of the California Institute 
of Technology. under the supervision of A. A. Merrill.
